meteroic shower may be expected, but it 
may not appear until tomorrow night 
and Thursday night. Astronomers, how- 
ever, promise it within the next few 
days, 
' 
. 


Observers intending to watch the dis- 


play must- necessarily take up a position 
com no an'ling a'good open view/ of the 
northeastern sky near the horizon before 
midnight. The radiant must .next be 
located, being a point among the . stars 
in the sickle shaped group in the. con- 
stellation Leo. When tho radiant, or 
point from which, the meteors seem to 
radiate, has just risen above the horizon, 
the meteors seem to traverse long paths, 
•but as the radiant approaches the meri- 
dian the paths are much foreshortened 
by the effects of perspective. The ob- 
servations made should be of two kinds 
—first, to locate the point from which 
the meteors seem to come,, and second, 
to 3ountlhe number, appearing within a 
certain time and within some definite 
region in the sky. 


It is interesting to note the color of 


the metors, their, size, 
rapidity of 


motion, their brightness and the streaks 
of afterglow visible a'ong the paths of 
the Leonids and forming a characteristic 
feature of the display. 


The magnificent meteoric ' display :is 


well, worthy of observation, and,; the 
showers of 1833 and 1866 have proved 
so remarkable, there is . no reason why 
we should not look forward to an 
equally brilliant display in 1899. 


The cause of the display is the'earth's 


ontact, once every thirty-three years, 
vith a great cloud of meteors swinging 
round 
on its orbit. 
When these 


material bodies strike the outer atmos- 


here ot the earth they'are heated to the 
uminous point by the friction, and fall- 
ng to the earth's surface, are visible to 
'bservsrs thereon. 


Notable meteoric showers are recorded 


as having fallen ori Oct. 13, A. D., 902, 
and at corresponding dates in the years 
913, 934, 1101, 1202'; 1366. 1533, 1602, 
and: 1698. 
Brilliant displays were ob- 


served on Nov. 15,-1799; on Nov. 13, 
1833, and on Nov, 13-14, 1866. Minor 
displays take place for one or two years 
succeeding that of the main fall. Thus

"There is no surer index of prosperity 


than advancing prices and rising wages, 
which generally go together. When 
times are hard and the labor market is 
glutted) men can be lured to work for 
barely enough to keep body and soul to- 
gether, and prices go down. When times 
are prosperous and there is work enough 
for > sll, higher wages necessarily rule 
and prices go up. 


"Under the tariff policy of President 


McKinley prosperity 
has come and 


prices have advanced. .But there are 
few who realize the extent to which 
pricep have advanced, as they appear to 
have done in the experience of the sewer 
department. 
It cost less than 81.50 to 


clean a sewer basin'ander the municipal 
administration of Mayor Wurster, and

Smith, .3337 Hoyne avenue, and he was 
oorn there Sunday morning at 5 o'clock, 
Dr, 13, A, Fetherstone of the hospital 
dispensary, 298 Maxwell street, was in 
attendance, and he realized that the lit- 
tie fellow would not be able to live with-, 
out the aid of the incubator. The hos- 
pital was telephoned and orders given to 
prepare for bis reception. 


Dr. Fetherston heated a number of 


shawls and wraps and prepared a home- 
made water bottle. Then the child was 
wrapped up with the hot water bottle 
in the warm wraps and the trip to the 
hospital was commenced.

Au- 
ton- atic contrivances regulate the heat 
and moisture but he must be given 
nourishment every, halt, oour.

present diet consists of thirty drops of 
milk each time given with a' medicine 
dropper.
